There is a bavted wire fence about 10 meters in length on the Mitter 
Retabach (43 47'N, 15 59°E)-Cnadiersdort (48 48°, 15 59! 0) highwey sbeut

diagonally across the road. 


From the edge of the Gra feaberg Ferest. to a noint 300-100 meters northwest 
ef this site, the Czechs have cleared a strio of woods 15 meters wide; 7 
cleared strip lies about 30 meters from the border.

A barbed wire entanglement, 2 meters high and 3-4 meters wide, has been put 
up by Czech soldiers aljong the left henk of the Lainsitg River on Czech 
territory, about 59-100 meters from the Austrian berder, This entanglement 
extends from the Vienna-Prague railroad bridge at Gnuend TI (sic) te she 
Gmuend-Boekhmseile (14 AT'N, 14 59") custome point. Czech soldiers have 
been surveying (Trassierungsarbeiten) the area from the Cruend-Boehmetile 
customs point in the direction of Kete £92, northwest of Gmend {48 kee, 
14°59'E). -The baroed wire entanglement probably extends in this direction.
